16.—-In the beatitifnlly 
decorated diningroom of the Kimball 
hotel at the Atlanta peace jubile** which 
brought to this city the president of the 
United Stat***, several members of bis 
cabinet and many distinguished figure* 
of the war with Spain aud resulted in 
utterance* by the executive which have 
cemented hard aud fast the bonds be­ 
tween the north aud the south, was 
brought to a fitting close by an elabor­ 
ate banquet. Clovers were laid for 800. 
Adi the city’s distinguished guests were 
present and seated at the president's 
table. The Atlautaiaus attending the 
banquet were representatives of the 
city's wraith and buenas* interests. 
Many prominent men from all parts of 
the south also graced the table*. 
Hon. Clarke Howell of the Atlanta 
Constitution acted as blast master aud 
introduced the president, who spoke in 
part as follows:

Washington, Dec. 16.—Major General 
John R. Brooke testified before the war 
investigation commission yesterday that 
most of the volunteers at (.’amp Thomas 
came supposedly with IO days’ rations, 
but this was the socalled fleltf ration and 
at first they were hungry. This was 
remedied by the commissary department 
quito promptly. The volunteers were 
supplied with ail sorts of tentage, most 
of it antiquated, their uniforms were 
old and their equipment in general was 
what had been accumulated "through 
the parsimonious policy of the war de­ 
partment through the 
preceding 2fi 
years.” Borne were unarmed and some 
in their citizens clothes with only one 
blanket. 
The whole energies of the command­ 
ing officer were bent on equipping this 
heterogeneous mass of men, but the 
work was necessarily slow. 
Early in 
June the commanding general was or­ 
dered to send eight of the best equipped 
regiments to Tampa, and to do this it 
was necessary to strip some of the regi­ 
ments to help out others. Even with 
this expedient some of the regiments 
left for Tampa poorly equipped. Gen­ 
eral Brooke noticed the One Hundred 
aud Fifty-seventh Indiana regiment 
which l* ft camp with its belts tied to­ 
gether with strings. 
The war depart­ 
ment at this time had exhausted all the 
canvas aud tentage in the country. Can­ 
teen.-,, knives, forks, cups aud the like 
were also short aud this condition, Gen­ 
eral Brooke said, continued practically 
up to the end of his administration ar 
Camp Thomas. 
General Brooke loud that he had noth­ 
ing to do with the ■eh-etiun of the ramp 
ground, t * t He made personal 
ut--laotians as frequently as his time 
would permit and made strenuous ef­ 
forts to regulate the entrance of huck­ 
sters to the camp and as a result of this 
he said that the sick report fell off from 
80 to 50 per cent, 
"I deem it proper to 
say,” ooqtinued General Brooke, "in 
uvkUM'overtions of certain reports that I 
have heard that I did inspect the camp 
siuks and kitchens continually.” 
"W e have plenty of testimony before 
us,” said General Dodge, "that you did 
this frequently.” 
• It was more than frequently,** said 
General Brooke. 
“It was daily.” 
General Brooke raid that there was in 
to ginning a great many complaints 
of scarcity of medicines, but that the 
army had abundant food supplies. The 
army of the Potomac in 1861, he s%id,
